The ſituation ſherwed their length and WM tha 
breadth. This day we had little wind, it being in 
2 manner calm, to our no ſmall grief: And the Fa- 
ther, Friar Raymund, ſaid us a dry maſs, and gave us 
aſhes, preaching unto us according to the time and 
ſtate wherein we were: With which ſermon we 
were greatly comforted. After noon-tide we had 
contrary wind, which {till was our enemy in all our 
journey, at leaſt, from the point of the port of 
Santa Cru. Here we were conſtrained to anchor 
in five fathoms water, and, after we rode at anchor, 
we began to view the country, and took delight in 
beholding how goodly and pleaſant it was; and, 
near unto the ſea, we imagined that we ſaw/ A valley 
of white ground.

In the 
cottages at the ſhelter above, where we brake our 
cable, we” found many pine nuts opened, which 
(in my opinion) the Iadians had gathered together 
to eat the kernels of them. On Monday the 23d of 
the ſaid month, we rode at anchor, taking our plea- 
fure and paſtime with fiſhing. And the north-weſt 
wind began to blow, which waxed ſo great, a little 
before midnight as it was wonderful: So that, al- 
though we were under the ſhelter of the iſland; and 
greatly defended from that wind? yet, for all that; it 
was ſo furious, and the ſea'became ſo raging ang 
boiſterous, that it greatly ſhook our ſhips, and we 
vere in great fear feng our cables, whereof 
to ſay the truth) we had very much need: For ha- 
ring ſpent longer time in this voyage than we look- 
for, TRE, s and loſt two of our beſt 
achors. : This furious wind continued until the 
next day, being Tueſday the 24th, when, as we 
vent on ſhore with the Friars, who ſaid us maſs, re- 
commending ourſelves to Gop, beſeeching him to 
ouchſafe to ſuccour and help us with ſome good 
weather, that we might proceed on our voyage, to 
tie advancement of his ſervice.
